MANILA, March 13, 10:50 a.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] Gen. Wheaton’s newly- 
formed divisional brigade advanced at 
7 o'clock this morning from San Pedro 
Macati for the purpose of corralling 
the enemy. 

It is now moving on Pasig, meeting 
with slight resistance, as the rebels 
are in full retreat. . 

A gunboat is clearing the jungle 
along the river banks, which have been 
carried as far as Guadaloupe. 

The purpose of the move is to clear 
the country to Laguna de Bay. 


Natives are Cowed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]_ 
MANILA, March 12, 6:40 p.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] The Filipinos appar- 


jently had planned an attack upon the 


lines of Gen. Harrison Gray Otis and 
Gen. Hale this morning, but their cour- 
age seemed to flinch, though they fired 
signals and kept up the fusillade along 
the American front for an hour. E 
Our troops, in obedience to orders, re- 


'frained from shooting, with the excep- 


tion of two companies of newly-arrived 
men, who replied until they had sup- 
pressed the regiment of Filipinos, This 


| body of rebels seems under better lead- 


ership than most of the others. A 
white Man was seen among the officers, 
endeavoring to lead them to the. at- 
tack, but apparently all efforts to in- 
duce them to leave the trenches were 
futile. ‘ 

The American authorities in Manila 


‘say the city is now so effectively policed 


that a serious outbreak is impossible. 
They believe that the natives are 
cowed. 

The presence of the families of offi- 
cers is discouraged, and many are leav- 
ing on board.the United States trans- 
ports, some going: to Japan for tem- 
porary residence. Gen. E. 8S. Otis has 
remarked: ‘Manila is no place _ for 
women. This is: war, not a picnic.” 

The British cruiser Narcissus. has 
sailed for various ports in the island of 
Luzon, having on board British sub- 
jects who desire. protection. This after- 
noon the Twentieth and Twenty-second 
Infantry and seven companies of the 
Oregon Volunteers marched to San 
Pedro Macati to join Gen. Wheaton’s 
new divisional brigade, 
consist of the Twentieth and Twenty- 
second.

NEW YORK, March 12.—Dr,° An- 
thony H. Evans, pastor of the West 
Presbyterian Church, today read a let- 
ter to his congregation, »>nne@-ncine his 
resignation, which is said to have 
grown out of a letter written to E. H.

In this 
letter Mr. Perkins said: , 

“The church owes $45,000 which we 
have been obliged to raise by mortgag- 
ing the church property, and we are 
short the necessary funds to pay the 
current expenses of the church, say 
/ $5000 or $6000 per annum.” 

In the letter Dr. Stryker was asked 
to “quietly. aid us in inducing the pas- 
tor to sever his relations. with the 
church.” 

Dr. Evans learned of this letter and 
handed in his resignation a few weeks 
ago to the session, but that body re- 
fused to accept it. ©

One-time California Miner Passed

NEW YORK, March 12.—Rollin M. 
Squire, formerly Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works of this city, died at his home 
tonight of.heart failure, aged 62 years. 
Rollin M. Squire was born in Spring- 
field, Vt., and had a varied and adven- 
turous career, having been a lawyer, 
an editor, a miner, a spiritualist, a 
politician, a promoter and an _ office 

holder. 

Of late years he had been in poor 
circumstances and was connected with 
the New York and New Jersey Car 
Service Company. Some few years 
ago he started a clubhouse up town, 
but did not succeed in the venture. 

At one time Squire was a miner in 
California. During the Grant funeral, 
in August, 1885, he. caused some verses 
of his own composition to. be placed 
on the front of the City Hall...

PROF. A, KNAPP’S REPORT. 


Plants and Trees of the Orient for 
the United States, 3 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March -12.—Prof. 8. 
A. Knapp, the special commissioner of 
Secretary Whlison to the Orient to inves- 
tigate the availability of eastern 
plants and seeds for common use in 
this country and secure specimens of 
those that are valuable, has submitted 
his preliminary report, summing up as 
follows: 

“There are a number of seeds and 
Dlants selected for experiment with a 
view to common usage, and they in- 
clude persimmons, bamboo, Japan 
plums, pears, camphor trees and hagi. 
| AH -the-persimmon and--pear-seedtings. 
have reached here and have been dis- 
tributed to experiment stations, and. 
the rest soon will be at hand for ex- 
periment. As to the persimmons, Prof,- 
Knapp found very few varieties satis- 
factorily tested to be worth introduc- 
ing. A few, however, were secured. The 
persimmon, the report shows, is the 
most universally used ef all the fruits 
in Japan. This makes the first impor- 
tation of the seedless variety of the 
persimmon, which is dried and pre- 
served like a fig. Some plums were pur- 
chased in Japan for hybridizing our na- 
tive plums, 

"The bamboo is used in Japan for a 
variety of purposes, and as a table 
delicacy. Whether the American taste 
will be trained to use the bamboo as 
a food is not ventured, but the report 
says it will thrive in many of the 
Southern States, and be of great value 
in various ways. Among other uses, it 
is suggested as a material for eave 
troughs, light fences, staging, poles, 
rafters, etc . It is the product of a 
warm climate, and in rich, moist ~ soi} 
frequently grows sixty feet in one year.

graft onto, and it is usable for this pur- 
pose, One advantage it has over the 
American pear is that it is said to be 
proof against blight. 

“Camphor trees were selected be- 
cause this variety will stand the frost 
of our Gulf States, and the tree is 
large and 6rnamental.

NEW YORK, March 12.—Rudyard 
Kipling passed a restless night, suffer- 
ing a good deal of pain. Today, how- 
ever, he was much better. As yet no 
one outside of his attendants and his 
family have been permitted to see him. 

This evening Mr. Doubleday reported 
Kipline’s condition as satisfactory in 
the extreme, the physical suffering of 
the patient being due to the resolution 
going on in the lungs. His tempera- 
ture is very little above the normal, 
and he is able to take some solid food. 

Today Kipling saw his two chili- 
dren for a short time. His little gin, 
Elsie, is sufficiently recovered to run 
about, but she has not been outside of 
the hotel. The physicians have decided 
that within two weeks their patient will 
rbeswell enough to remove to some 
measant spot, not yet decided upon, to 
convalesce.

CURRENTS OF THE ARCTIC. 


Effort ta Be Made to Secure Facts 
Regarding Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.—A task 
which has been undertaken in the inter- 
ests both of science and commerce is to 
be begun this aveek in the voyage of 
whalers from San Francisco to the 
Aretic Ocean, to test the Arctic cur- 
rents. The effort to secure facts about 
the currents, and of the existence of a 
circumpolar<current was inaugurated 
by the Geographical Society of Phila- 
delphia, backed by the United States 
government. 

Fifty patent casks of peculiar shape. 
have been constructed in San Francisco 
and will be sent out on the United 
States revenue cutter Bear, on the 
vessels of the Pacific steam whaling 
fleet and on those of Liebes & Co., to be 
_distributed in different narts of. the 
ocean, then to be picked. up by the 
vessels which shall pass them later, 
and thus it is hoped to determine the 
currents of the Arctic and the theory of 
an open passage around the pole from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. ¢ 

The first five casks will be takén to 
the North by the whalers of H. Liebes 
& Co., to start during the present week. 
_ Twenty more will be taken by the 
vessels of the Pacific Whaling Com- 
pany within the next month, and the 
remaining twenty-five will be taken on 
board by the Bear. 


DAWSON’S DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


Half a Bleck in Ashes and Fifty 
Thonuyand Dollars Lost. 
_[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SEATTLE, (Wash.,) March 12.—Ad- 
vices have just been received that on 
February 18 half a block of the busi- 
ness portion of Dawson, Alaska, was 
destroyed by fire, the lone aggregating 
$50,000.

A Chance for Manufacturers Oute 
lined by a Resident. 

Dr. W. B. McGill, for the past ten 
years Methodist medical missionary. ta 
Korea, at the Van Nuys yesterday, 
remarked that he wondered why Log 
Angeles and Pacific Coast merchanta 
in general do not awake to the oppor« 
tunity for exportation to Korea,

exported from Liverpool to Korea, 
Muslin is the native dress of the Ko<« 
reans. I do not see why cotton is not 
manufactured here and shipped from 
a Pacific Coast part. Then, there ig 
oil.

Charles E. Tripler of New York City, 
according to an article published in 
the March -number of McClure’s Maga- 
zine, makes the following statement: 

“T. have actually made about ten 
gallons of liquid air in my liquefier, 
by the use of about three gallons in 
my engine. There is, therefore, a 
surplusage of seven gallons that has 


elsewhere as power.” : 
Tf Mr. Tripler has actually accom- 


count of every factor in his experi- 
ments, and has made no mistake in 
his statement of results—he has un- 


which will surely, in the very “near 
future, work a tremendous revoiution 
in all the industrial processes of the 


_ciMilized world. 


The fuli significance of the above | 
statement cannot be comprehended at | 
once. The claim put forward by Mr. 
Tripler is in effect equivalent to say- 
ing that. he has discovered a method 
by which a man_can lift himself by 
his boot-straps; or that, at last, a ‘‘per- 
petual-motion” machine has been de- 
vised, which will not only continue 
in operation indefinitely, generating 


plus. of mechanical power more than 
double that which is required to keep 
it in motion. This would mean s) 
much in the world of mechanics alone 
that the enumeration of its uses in 
detail would more than fill this issue 
of Tue Times. Only the more salient 
phas:s of the theme can be touched 
upon. 

In the first. place, if Mr. Tripler can | 
accomplish the results which he claims 
to have accomplished, he has discov- 
ered a method of generating unlimited 
mechanical power at no cost at all 
beyond the cost of the generating ap- 
paratus. The mere.statement of such 
a proposition, from the standpoint of 
theoretical and applied science seems 
like an absurdity. The theory of the 
corservation of energy and the cor- 
relation .of forces—which been 
sustained by -all past experiences— 


- teaches us that the production of one 


form of energy can be attained only 
by the expenditure of something more 
than its equivalent in some other form 
of energy; that in order to produce 
mechanical power there must be a 
corresponding consumption. Mr. Trip- 
ler’s apparatus, if his claim be true, 
virtually creates mechanical power—— 
that is to say, produces it without any 
consumption of materials, for the air 
that passes into his machine emerges 
in a liquid form, and is again trans- 
formed into atmospheric air without 
loss of volume. 

If Mr.- Tripler’s invention—or dis- 
covery—proves to be all that he an- 
ticipates, it will bring about an in- 
dustrial revolution stich as -the world 
has never known. It will relegate to 
desuetude every steam engine, every 
gas engine, every turbine or other 
form of water wheel, arid every other 
source of motive power. It will make 
aérial navigation a reality, instead of 
an “iridescent dream.” It will 
cheapen the cost of all commodities. 
reduce the cost of transportation, and 
work radical changes in neagly every 
sphere of human activity. 

But, even if Mr. Tripler’s anticipa- 
tions be not fully realized; liquid air 
will certainly be an important factor 
in the industrial and social conditions 
of the near future. Aside from its 
possible uses as a motive power, it 
will have a wide range of usefulness 
in other directions. As a refrigerat- 
ing agent, its uses will be extensive. 
In hospitals it will be invaluable, and 
in surgery it will take the place of 
other cauterizing agents. Results ac- 
tually achieved by Mr. Tripler in his 


researches are sufficient to insure for 


his inventions a prominent position in 
the ranks of the world’s progress. 
The further developments of his in- 
vestigations will be awaited with the 
keenest interest, not only by the 
scientific world, but by intelligent peo- 
ple every where, who are interested 
in the world’s progress.

THE ONLY TRUE CITRUS BELT. 

The citrus-fruit crop of Southern 
California, which last year amounted 
to about fifteen thousand carloats, is 
not only valuable to this section from 
a financial standpoint, although the 
amount of $5,000,000, more or less,” 
which is thus placed in circulation, 
is certainly a handsome and important 
addition to our resources. Apart from 
this, orange-growing, from an esthetic 
standpoint, is indirectly the means 
of adding greatly to the resources and 
income of Southern California. There 
is no phase of country life in Califor- 
nia that so awakens the interest and 
sentiment of eastern people as the or- 
ange groves, with their golden globes 
shining among the glossy leaves and 
their fragrant blossoms, which in the | 
East can only be raised under glass. 
If the facts could be ascertained, it 
would doubtless be found that mil- 
lions of dollars have been brougift into- 
the seven southern counties, for in- 
vestment in homes, by persons. who 
have preferred Southern California to 
the northern part of the State sim- 
ply because the orange is raised here 
on a large scale, while in Central and 
Northern California it is raised with 
difficulty. This accounts for the anx- 
iety displayed by real estate men and 
newspapers in Northern California 
to demonstrate that the citrus be't 


Oregon line. They have been doing 
this for something like a quarter of a 
eentury, and have incidentally paid. 
out a good many thousards of hard 
dollars to southern nurserymen, tut. 
they have little to show for it in the 
shape of carloads of fruft shipped 
East. THe TIMES has not denied that 
there are narrow and limited belts 
of territory along the foothills, from 
the Tehachepi to Shasta county, in 
which oranges may successfully 
raised in an ordinary year, but, be- 
cause there are limited areas in South- 
ern California where the banana will 
ripen, we have never claimed that this 
is a banana-growing section. 
Until recently Florida was the 
great competitor of Southern Califor- 
nia in orange-growing, as far as the 
United States is concerned, and many 
northern people have gone down there, 
both to raise oranges and to enjoy the 
mild climate in which the orange will 
ripen. The extraordinarily severe 
cold spell which recently visited Flor- 
ida, in common with other sections of 
the country east of the mountains, 
following so closely, as it did, upon 
the damaging frost of a few years 
ago, is likely to remove Florida from 
the orange-growing field, at least 
until another generation grows up, to 
whom the story of this disaster will 
be ancient history. It is true, that 
in Southern California, when we have 
an exceptionally cold spell, some 
damage is done to the fruit in sections 
where oranges were planted before the 
facts in regard to citrus culture were. 
properly understood, but it is equally 
true that no such thing as the freez- 
ing to the ground of a full-grown or- 
ange tree is known here. On the 
other hand, there are sections so free 
from frost that fruit has never been 
damaged within their boundaries. 
The devices which have been adopted 
by the unfortunate orange-growers 
of Florida, in the endeavor to save 
their groves from the effects of the 
frost—devices which, in most cases. 
were of no avail during the recent 
freeze—are such as to excite astonish- 
ment in the minds of the Southern 
California orange-grower. A corre- 
spondent writes that in many of the 
groves piles.of lightwood knots were 
stacked between the rows of trees, 
ready to be lighted whenever the mer- 
cury ran down dangerously near to 
freezing point, while many of the 
younger groves were almost hidden 
in banks of sand, a branch or two 
here and there being the only indica- 
tion visible of vegetable life below. 
In other groves the preparations were 
much more elaborate. Row after row 
of sheet-iron stoves, all filled with 
wood and ready for the match, were 
seen in many places, one planter hav- 
ing more tkan fifty stoves in his or- 
_chards, ‘while other growers, even 
more determined to give no quarter 
‘to’ Jack Frost, covered their trees 
up entirely, either with cloth or 
waterproof paper, tacked on to wooden 
frames. The air inside this envelop- 
ing material can be warmed in a few 
minutes by oil lamps, or heaters, made 
expressly for the purpose. According 
to this correspondent the groves looked 
more like military camps than orch- 
ards,’ especially on cold nights, when 
j the grove tenders walked like silent 
Bentrymen betwéen the long rows of 
white tents which were lighted up 
within.

It is true that in some of the lower 
and more exposed orange-growing 
sections of Southern California, above 
referred to, the growers resort to such 
devices as burning smudge fires be- 
tween the trees, in case of a severe 
frost, and in onc or two éases, we be- 
lieve, lattice work has been built over 


thoight of going so far as to build 
houses or tents over the treés, and 
furnishing them with coal-oil lamps. 
When it has to go so far as that, it 
would be better to put the trees under: 
glass at once, and recognize the fact 
that the country is not adapted to 
orange culture in the ‘open afr. 

In Louisiana, where an attempt has 
also been made to grow the orange 
on a large scale, the ‘effect of the 
‘frost was even more disastrous than 
in Florida. It is reported that every 
one of the 500,000 or more of’ orange 
trees, that have been planted in Louisi- 
ana during the past few’ years, has 
been frozen to the ground. 

We do not desire to exult over the 
misfortunes of our southern neighbors. 
On the contrary, we sympathize with, 


them in their | affliction. At 
the same time, there is no use 
in attempting to conceal the fact 


that the destruction of the orange 
groves in Florida will result in a 
greatly increased market for Califor- 
nia oranges, and will, during the next 


sands of health and home-seekers 
who might otherwise have been in- 
clined to cast in their lot on the sandy 
peninsula which juts out toward the 
Antilles.

a short time since we were depend- 
ing upon coal, which cost from $7 to 
$10 a ton, Now, we have petroleum 
at less than $1 a barrel, which is 
equivalent to coal at about $3 a ton, 
and still. cheaper power in the shape 
of electricity, from the mountain 
streams. ) 
Investigations which have recently 
been made in the East seem to indi- 
cate the probability that, before long, 
a still cheaper and more. extensive 
source of power may. be available in 
this section, where all plant life 
fiourishes with such vigor. The lifting 
power of plants and trees has been 
known, in a general way, for a long 
time, and many people have noticed 
how roots of trees will raise up and 
brenk cement sidewalks. It is even 
known that mushrooms will — raise 
from the ground a heavy slab of stone. 
Prof. W. S. Clark and assistants at 
the Massachusetts Agriculture College 
last year took this subject in hand, 
and made experiments, whose regults 
are truly wonderful. In one case, a 


| growing squash was harnessed with 


strong iron straps, to which were 
attached an ingeniously-contrived ap- 
paratus, for testing the lifting power 
of the plant. The squash was depos- 
ited in a framework of seven-inch 
boards. To the harness was attached 
& lever, on which were placed the 
weights to measure the lifting ca- 
pacity of the vegetable. As the grow- 
ing squash elevated’ the weights, 
others were added. It was found 
that, at the end of one month, the 
lifting power of this squash was 1590 
pounds, while at the end of. two 
months it lifted the enormous weight 
of 5000 pounds, when the harness gave 
way under the great pressure, and 
had to be removed. 

This interesting investigation ap- 
pears to open up great possibilities 
If this or- 


haps, not more than fifty pounds, 
could raise two and one-half tons. 
what might we not expect from one 
of. our -prize Southern California 
squashes, such as are frequently ex- 
hibited at the Chamber of Commerce, 
weighing sometimes over five hun- 
‘dred pounds? Such a squash, under 
proper conditions, ought to be able 
to develop atleast twenty-horse 
power. Two or three such growing 
squashes would be able to furnish 
power for all the work- ona farm, 
such as the cutting of firewood, the 
grinding of oorn, the pumping of 
water and irrigation of land for the 
raising of more squashes, so that, in 
this way, we should reach something 
like perpetual motion. 

Even a giant California squash is, 
however, insignificant in power pos-. 
sibilities, as compared with some of 
the members of the vegetable king- 
dom, with which we are familiar in 
Southern California. If, for instance, 
‘one of our big squashes could de- 
velop twenty-horse power, what might 
be expected of one of our great euca- 
lyptus trees with its immense spread- 
ing roots? It would require the serv+ 
ices of an expert mathematician to es- 
timate the power which such a tree 
would develop, while a small grove of 
gum trees should be able to furnish 
enough power, costing little or noth- 
ing, to make the City of the Angels 
a rival of Pittsburgh as a manufac- 
turing center.

AYEAR OF DROUGHT 


WHAT SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
CAN EXPECT. 


Review of Condition of Various Ag- 
ricaultural and Horticultural 
Resources. 


NOT SO BLACK AS PAINTED. 


BELIEVED PRODUCTS WILL EQUAL 
THOSE OF ANY YEAR. | 


Grain and Stock the Great Sufferers, 
Beets and Beans Probably All 
Right—Fruit Yield Will 
Be Henvy. 


[BY A STAFF CONTRIBUTOR.] 

A drought has always heen considered 
the greatest evil which can come to any 
agricultural country. It was such in 
ancient Egypt, and the recornis of loss 
of crops from failure of rain follows 
through all history from that time 
down to the experience of some of the 
Western States in very recent years. 

But there are droughts and droughts, 
and now that California has the mis- 
fortune to suffer to a certain degree 
‘from this cause, it is probably best 
that the conditions should be fairly 
and fully stated, that, on the one hand, 
people should not place too great ex- 
pectations on the future, and, on the 
other hand, that they should not build 
unfounded fears of the results of the 
coming year. 

The, rainfall to the present, taking 
the precipitation of, a number of points 
in Southern California into considera- 
tion, is about one-third of the normal 
for the season beginning on October 1. 
This is rendered more serious by the 
fact that the rainfall of the preceding 
year was but about one-half of the 
normal. The condition is somewhat re- 
lieved by the fact that the rainfall 
came considerably later than last year, 
making the water more available for 
irrigation purposes when the trees will 
have «he greatest need of it.. 
It is not yet too late for much im- 


provement. to come—to -the--situation, 
T though it is late encugh to make it im- 


probable that there will be anything 
like a normal precipitation, and the 
various crops can at this time be con- 
sidered as approximately determinable. 

The most serious loss which will 
come on Southern California as a re- 
sult of another year of drought will be 
to the grain crop. The practice in this 
State of making hay out of wheat and 
barley, unknown in the Eastern States, 
tends to relieve the loss which would 
otherwise result from a drought. Last 
year the’ benefit from this saying 
amowuntéd to littl, for the reason that 
the-rains came so early that only in a 
very limited area did the grain attain 
a growth which permitted it to be cut 
even for hay. This year, however, the 
conditions are improved, and the grain 
is already considerably better developed 
than last year, and it is still growing 
well, «hough it is believed that growth 
will end within a week or two unless 
rain comes. While an absence of rain 
from this time on will result in aq very 
small supply of grain, it is new assured 
that Southern California will at least 
have a considerably better hay crop 
than last year. It must at ft fame 
time be borne in mind that im} some 
large tracts of land there is a natural 
subirrigation which brings good crops 
even in dry years, and also that the 
rainfall during the past two years has 
to a great extent been the result of 
local showers, and some sections have 
received ampie rain to insure gooi crops 
of grain. This makes it impossible that 
the crop will prove a complete loss, 

Another industry which wil! suffer is 
that of stock raising on, wild feed, and 
this year is about as bad as last year 
for this industry. It would take & 
good soaking rain to revive the moun- 
tain feed. and the indications are that 
stock must be carried over 
year on harvested feed or disposed of. 
The effect ‘of this feature of the drought 
is not such as will commend itself to 
stock-raisers, and yet there is a re- 
deeming feature which, in the long 
run, may prove a great advantage to 
the State. There has been an ample 
field for the improvement of the horses 
and cattle raised in the State, and it 
naturally follows that with short feed 
the least valuable stock will the soon- 
est disappear. Owners of blooded stock 
will naturally keep their animals, 
while the owners of scrub stock will let 
go of their property at an early date. 
This, in effect, the. application of the 
law of the survival of the fittest, and 
already it is noticeable in the improved 
character of the horses to be seen in 
the towns. In the country and on the 
mountains the same benefit is in evi- 
dence among cattle. While hundreds 
of head of cattle have disappeared, and 
while.there are hundreds more to be 
‘seen in a scrawny and half-starved 
condition, whenever ‘one approaches 
the ranch where blooded stock is bred, 
he will find that the cattle are kept 
as sleek as usual. The long-horned 
and mongrel *stock is disappearing 
steadily under the unfortunate condi- 
tions which exist,. but there are more 
thoroughbred cattle in Southern. Cali- 
fornia than ever before, and they will 
£0 on multiplying in spite of the 
drought, and a few years from now 
the change will be surprising. 

This condition is also advanced by 
the great strides being taken by the 
dairy industry, and the drought has, 
strangely enough, been of the greatest 
benefit to this industry, taking all 
Southern California into consideration. 
It has prompted the utmost possible 
development of water during the past 
few months. It was shown in the Mid- 
winter Times that, beginning last sum- 
mer, there was developed about 20,000 
inches of water by the sinking of wells, 
and as that good work has been going 
on steadily since that edition of tHe 
paper was printed, it is not improbable 
that the water development of the past 
twelve months is something like 25,000 
inches: ‘Much of this water is used to 
replace the shrinkage in other supply, 
but probably fully one-half is devoted 
to the irrigation-of new alfalfa fields, 
There is good reason for’placing the 
estimate so high, for the points where 
the most important developments have 
been made are comparatively low dand, 
like Perris, the Lower San Gabriel Val- 


On many of these low lands there has 
been a very general tendency toward 
alfalfa, and in that connection, toward 
the dairy industry. So marked has 
been this tendency that a large part of 


industry will be offset by the gain in 
the dairy and alfalfa industries. 
The outlook for the sugar-beet and 


bean crops is rather problematical as 


vet. Wherever these crops are grown 
there is an extensive sub-irrigation, and 
much land adapted to beets especially 
is naturally very moist. “The Chino 
suger district has a good irrigation 
from the .underground flow of Lytle 
Creek. The Orange county district is 
similarly supplied by the Santa Ane 
and San Gabriel rivers. The Oxnard 
district, and the bean lands of Ven- 
tura county are well watered by the 
underground flow of the Santa Clare 
River, the largest stream jn Souther> 
California. The meager returns which 
have been received from these vario: 
‘districts indicate that on the moist 
land there is no reason to fear any- 
: thing like as bad conditions as pre- 
vailed last paar.

These ‘items imply the spending. in 
Southern’ California for the puvui-poses 
mentioned, or the increase in. revenue, 
of $3,150,000, a great portion of which 
will. find its way into the hands of the 
mass of the people, stimulating busi- 
ness of every character. 

It cannot be contended ‘that the 
drought is-a matter of no consideration. 
It is a serious matter, and yet, in view 
of the conditions which exist, in view 
of the insurance of industries which 
have been acquired through the de-. 
velopment of irrigation water; in view 
of the stimulus which has beem given 
the development of water and. several 
industries, and in view of the large 
sources of revenue which happen to be- 
come available this year, Southern Cal- 
ifornia has no cause for worry over 
the outcome of the year.

KEPT FROM THE WORLD. 
Billy Boy’s Letter, Written in 1897, 
Just Made Public. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, March 12.—The Verdict 
will tomorrow print a letter, for the 
first time made public, written by Wil- 
liam J. Bryan in 1897, to a Chicago.

“As I think I stated in my letter to 
Mr. Flower, I am in favor of the initi- 
ative and referendum as far as it can 
be applied to our conditions, and as- 
sisted in the adoption of such a plank 
in our State convention, but I believe 
an attempt to give that such promi- 
nence as you seem to give it, means 
harm rather than advantage to the 
other reforms upon which the people 


are ready to act. I may be mistaken, . 
but such is my opinion. In your letter | 


you add the subject of government 
ownership of railroads, although your 
circular does not mention this. You 
are in error in supposing that I have 
government ownership 
of railroads. I have been so busily en- 
gaged in the study and discussion of 


the questions which have been im- 


mediately before us that I have never 
had opportunity to examine into the 
effect of the government ownership of 
railroads in other countries. Even this 
has forced certain issues into the fore- 
ground and the people are ready to act 
upon them. To invite the to pass 
over these questions and take up new 
ones will be a confession that we were 
wrong last fall and weaken the force 
of our arguments. 

“IT note what you say in regard to the 
desire of those whom you represent to 
support me in 1900. I think 1900 is too 
far ahead for us to know who may be 
most available at that time. We are 
entitled to the most available man, 


whoever he may be, and the events of 


the next three years will be needed 
to aid us in selecting him. Those who 
are trying to overthrow the reign of 
plutocracy inaugurated by the Repub- 
lican party will have to do the best they 
can, each following his own judgment, 
and I trust that our forces may be 
concentrated upon certain reforms held 
in common rather, than divided when 
the.next battle begins.

MASSIVE WALL CAME DOWN. 


Building Demolished and Set on 
Fire—Saturday Night Losses. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


CHICAGO, March 12.—The massive | 


fire wall on the east side of the eight- 
story structure at Nos. 207-211 Jackson 
boulevard which was partially de- 


stroyed by fire last night, fell almost.

MONEY IN WELLS. 
Lamanda: Ranchers. Solving the 
Water Problem. 

Dr..M. O. Randall of Lamanda Park, 
one of the founders of the Lamanda 
Park. Fruit Association, which has done 
much for fruit growers of that section 
and Pasadena, says ranchers of that 
neighborhood are sinking wells to solve 
the irrigation problem. “It takes about 
1,000,000 gallons of water in a well to 
frrigate a fifteen-acre ranch,” said Dr. 
Randall. “If a ranch is properly 
mulched the mulch will_absorb about 
one-half ‘the water, which will then 
evaporate. So I have found that 388,- 
000 gallons in addition to evaporation 
will irrigate fifteen acres..I expect this 
year to expend.just about all my prof- 
its for irrigation, or lose my trees. A 
well has been sunk on the Crank 
ranch near Sierra Madre, 290 feet, and 

there is a large sale for its wateér.” 

Twenty-five cents an inch is said to 
be a common price for well water, and 
ranchers can make money from their 
wells. Ranchers near Lamanda Park 
who have announced their intention to 
sink a.well had its supply contracted 


for by their neighbors even before the ;

DESTROYING GERMS. 


WORK OF THE HEALTH OFFICERS 
‘IN DISINFECTING, | 


Powers and His Assistants are 
Kept Busy in Fumigating Houses 
and Preventing the Spread of 
Smallpox, 


Dr. 


There are few persons in Los Angeles | 
who know, or if they do know;.-ap- 
preciate the nature and amount of | 
work «which has developed upon. the | 


city health officers since the appearance 1.) 


of smallpox in the city. The, manner 
of disinfecting houses in which patients 
have been sick, together with the | 
cleansing of garments and furniture, | 
and the precautions which are taken to 
prevent a spread of the disease make 
up a volume of werk that is surpris- 
ing. Not only are the houses in which 
there have been cases of smallpox being 
disinfected, but the process is also go- 
ing on, as a precautionary measure, in 
many other places ‘and buildings in 
Los Angeles, and all’this work is at- 
tended to by the health department. 
There are a great many ways of dis- 
infecting houses, but only two are in 
vogue with the Los Angeles health of- 
fice, and these are the ones recom- 
mended by the United States Marine 


Hospitai Service and published in a /}- 


supplement to the public health report, 
issued weekly at) Washington. For 
disinfecting houses which have been 
contaminated by the presence 
smallpox patient or those which have 
not, the health officers use either 
formaldehyd gas or sulphur, the latter 
being burnt in the building, while the 
gas is used in liquid form in any man- 
yd which will produce rapid evapora- 
on. 

Formaldehyd gas is a combination of 
wood alcohol and formal gas, and is 
germicidal when used in a dry place. 
It is most effective for disinfecting 
clothing and houses which are dry. 


The sulphur is not absolutely effective 


unless used in a moist atmosphere, but 
where there {s a means of moistening 
the atmosphere it is more desirable 
than the gas. The best method of 
using sulphur. is to-burn it in a room 
which is filled with steam. This may 
be done by heating water in an open 
receptacle while the sulphur is burning. 
When sulphur is burned in a dry at- 
mosphere it precipitates sulphur alone, 


which is not as effective as is the acid 


which is: precipitated when sulphur is 
burned in a moist atmosphere. 
During these processes the rooms 
which are being disinfected must be 
as nearly air-tight as possible to insure 
the effective work of the disinfectants. 
The formaldehyd gas is used for six 


hours in not less than a 4 per cent. so-. 


lution, while the sulphur may be 


‘for twenty-four hours, four 


pounds of sulphur being used to each 
1000 cubic feet, plus due allowances 
made for waste. 
processes all articles in 


the rooms 


which are being treated should be so) 


arranged as to 6xpose their every sur- 
face to the action of the gas or sul- 
phur fumes. 

It is impracticable to thoroughly dis- 
infect feather pillows or feather beds 
by either of the two methods men- 
tioned, and in most cases these articles 
are burned, together with all other 
fabrics which have become contami- 
nated. Clothing, bedding, carpets and 
other articles of furniture may, how- 
ever, be disinfected by an exposure to 
steam at a temperature of from 100 to 
102 deg. C., for thirty minutes, or by 
boiling, the articles in process of dis- 


infection to be-thoreughly submerged. | 


Clothing and all articles of furniture, 
except those of metal, may also be dls- 
infected by béing bathed with a solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury 1 to 1000, 


and all articles may be subjected to a’ 


wash jn a 5 per cent. solution of car- 
bolic acid. 

All these methods are used by the 
city: health officers under the direction 
of Dr. Powers, who, in addition to this 
work in looking after fumigations and 
disinfecting, visits all suspected cases 
of smallpox to ascertain the exact na- 
ture of the diseases. Dr. Powers makes 
from. five to twenty-five@>visits a day 
to suspected cases, and visits the pest- 
house twice each day. The perform- 
ance that the doctor has to go through 
to avoid spreading the disease might 
be considered a day’s work for a man, 
without the added burden and personal 
risk of attending the sick. 

When notified of a case of illness, 
which it is suspected may be smallpox, 


Dr. Powers deserts his office on the 
second floor of the City Hall and, going | 
to an air-tight apartment in the base- | 


ment of that building, removes all his 
clothing. From there he goes into a 
second room and puts on a suit of 
clothing used only to visit smallpox pa- 
tients in, which has been in a fumi- 
gating room: since its last use. Attired 
in 
buggy for the house where the suspect 
is ill, taking with him a satchel con- 
taining a pair of long rubber boots, a 
coat of the same material, an old 
slouch hat and an antiseptic gauze 


mask. Before entering the premises he 


dons the rubber clothing and the hat 
and mask. 

After examining the suspected person 
and determining the nature of his or 
her disease, Dr. Powers returns to his 
buggy, and there divests himself of 
the mask, coat, hat and boots, which 
He then 
drives directly to the basement of the 
City Hall, and there in an ‘air-tight 
room removes his ‘‘smallpox”’ suit, puts 
it into the fumigating room, together 
with the satchel contatning the coat, 
hat, boots and mask. 

Dr. Powers passes into another room, 
where he takes a bath in carbolized 
water. He then retupes to the room 
in which he left his sthit, which does 
service when the Health Officer is not 
visiting suspects. This performance is 
often repeated several times a day, this 


depending on the number of ant lh 


which are reported to the health office. 
but Dr. Powers is there ever ready to | 
perform the task, even though he has 
but just returned from a similar er- 
rand.

the change.” Later, we learned that an 


assessment of $1 0n each share was 
due in June, 1898, for work done pre- 
vious to our ownership of the ranch. 
Notices of the assessment were several 


times sent to Mr. S., but he paid no 
attention to them. It was not until 
the shares were advertised for sale 


for the taxes that he had the change 
of ownership recorded and the certifi- 
cate delivered to us. We also learned 
that he had rented ten of the shares 
(freeof all incumbrance whatsoever) for 
one year, and received the money for 
them. Who is responsible for the as- 
sesssment, and what can be done about 
.the ten shares rented? 

It is evident that the back claim was 
an incumbrance; and that by the terms 
of his agreement or covenant,.the seller 
Was and still is liable: although it 
would seem the property might be sold 
under the lien of the asessment. What 
right He had to rent the ten shares out 
of the forty-four, without consent or 
knowledge of the owner, does not ap- 
pear. In any event, he is liable for tne 
proceeds. 

The withholding of the .certificate 
does not release him from/liability. He 
is liable for all incumbrances until the 
change of ownership was completed. 


O. T. M.—My neighbor keeps chick- 

ens so close to our bed rooms that we 
are annoyed very much by them; and 
disturbed in our sleep.

H. E. H.—I am hired by the month 
for stated wages, working every day—

I have asked several hotel employers, 
contractors, etc., and find a vast dif- 
ference in opinion. I think it a good 
question for. public information. Ab- 
stractly, one who is employed by the 
month contracts for all the working 
days in the nths respectively, and 
especially where one has a contract, as 
you have, for all the days in the month, 
there cannot well be any deduction. 
But the matter is largely regulated by 
custom. In some occupations twenty- 
six days constitute a month; in others 
four weeks, or twenty-four working 
days, make a month. Taking out. Sun- 
days the year averages twenty-six 
days, with one day to spare. In some 
States contracts for Sunday work are 
so far void.

T. P. A.—In general, unless some

NOTABLE “SCOQPS.” 


How Some Great Facts Got Into the 
} Newepapers. 

[Cincinnati FEnquirer:] Of the long 
list of important bits of news caught 
by chance in the journalistic world 
nohe surpasses the manner in which 
a New York paper secured the account 
of the sinking of the British man-of- 
war Victoria Some years ago. As may 
be remembered, the unfortunate -eraft 


“was rammed in a’ naval maneuver off 


the coast of Algiers. A coasting ves- 
sel brought the news to a little station 
of a Dutch cable  ecompany, which 


sent the news to its headquarters. The 
European correspondent of the New 
York paper caught the tip from a friend 
in the employ of. the company, and, 
hastening to the British Admiralty Of-. 
fice, laid the catastrophe before it. He 
was laughed at for his pains, but nev- 
ertheless, cabled all he gould geet on 
the matter to his paper. Two days after 
the thing was world news, but the Lon- 
don papers had been obliged to copy 
from an American contemporary. the 
most startling piece of news of the 
year, 

When the news of Gladstone's intend- 
ed resignation was first published few 
people in all England believed it to be 
true. No one could realize how, he could 
relinquish his commanding position. 
However, the Premier was tn earnest, 
and confidentially .mentioned bis de- 
termination to a friend at a restaurant, 
A waiter happened to overhear him, 
and, hastening to the office of a‘lead- 
ing daily, offered to sell his news. It 
is said that he received $1500 for it. 

When Lord Randoljéh mad* up his 
mind to resign his portfolio undér Salis- 
bury he drove'to the office of the Lon- 
don Times. and made xhiwn his de- 
cision. He had shrewdly calculated that 
after being so kind as to, bring in such 
a “‘seoop” in person, the paper, al- 
though on principle opposed to him, 


would hardly censure nis action. But 
the editor of the greatest paper in the 
world preferred principle to news. On 


hearing of Churchill's plans his indig- 
nation knew no bounds. He took no 
pains to conceal his abhorrence. of the 
scheme. 

“This news is indeed enormously im- 
portant,”’ he said, “it will make a great 
sensation. But if you choose to have it 
so, you may take it to some other pa- 
per, and not a line shall appear to- 
morrow in ours. Tne Times cannot be 
bribed.” 

The nobleman left in a_ towering 
rage, and the Times scored him un- 
mercifully in its announcement of his 
resignation. 

Bismarck himself once reveaied to 


M. de Blowitz, the Paris correspondent 


of the London Times,a scheme to over- 
throw the French Empire. The German 
government, jealous. of the increasing 
power of France, intended to pick some 


‘petty quarrel with the other, invade 


Paris and level the City to The ground. 
The fron.Chancellor had long opposed 
the plan, and now, being utterly un- 
able to cope wih his enemies, divulged 
the matter in hopes that England might 
interfere, England, long watching the 
growing ~ power -of Germany, did in- 
terfere: the balance was maintained. 

A piece of information of the gravest 
importance to Great Britain leaked out 
at a dinner table. The editor of a Lon- 
don paper, staying when the hours 
were small and the bowl had some- 
what freely flowed, overheard. the 
French Ambassador say that the 
Khedive was about to sell his shares in 
the Suez Canal: The journalist left the 
table immediately and hastened to 
Lord Derby with th “ews. Rothschild, 
when appealed to, reagily found $20,- 
000.000, and the shares were in a week 
the property of England.
